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of Affidavits 


“There appears to be an ever-in- 
creasing number of occasions when 


an affidavit is required. To a con- 


siderable extent this is due to war 
regulations. If a-new ration coupon 


' “hook is required for any reason; if 


a registration card is lost and an- 
other one is applied for; when 
forms are Sent out in regard to de- 
pendents which are required to be 
filled out and the necessary declara 
tion made; if a gasoline coupon 
book is lost. then the particulars 
must be set out in an affidavit. 
‘There are also numerous occasions 
when affidavits are required con- 
cerning any proceeding to be hed 
in any Court or before a Judge of 
any such Court. Almost any claim 
connected with any Court or any 
Department of Government needs 
to be supported by affidavits. 


Unfortunately many. people do 
not understand what is required in 
the taking of an affidavit. In every 
case where an oath, affirmation or 
declaration it to be taken before a 
Justice of the Peace, a Commission- 
er for Taking Affidavits, or any 
other officer authorized to take af- 
fidavits, the deponent (the person 
making the declaration or swearing 
to any documenf) must appear in 
person and be sworn or sign the af 
fidavit in‘the presence of the per- 
son authorized to complete it, be- 
fore the document is signed by the 
official in charge. 

Quite frequently persons receiv- 
ing some legal form to be [filled out 
and completed by affidavit fill it 


, out and sign it at home and then 


send it to a Commissioner or J.P. 
and expect it to be completed with 
out them appearing personally. 
Any Justice of the Peace failing 
to follow the proper procedure is 
liable to a $500 fine for each of- 
fence. Any document completed 
without the proper procedure 
might also-be declared null nd 


’ void if presented in Court. 


East Appeal 
For Harvest Help 


Arthur MacNamara, Director of 
National Selective Service, has 
made an urgent appeal by letter to 
all employers in Ontario, Quebec, 
and the Maritimes to grant employ- 
ees temporary leave of absence for 
work on local farms whenever it is 
possible to spare them. Also, Ontar- 
io employers are urged to release 
men who can be spared, to go to 
the Prairies for harvesting there 
later on, under the Dominion Gov- 
enment transfer plan. 

It is felt that the logging and pulp 
wood industries in these provinces 
may be in the best position, be- 
cause of the summer slack season 
in logging operations, to release a 
large number of workers for the 
vital job of harvesting farm crops, 
so that a special appeal to curtail 
summer woods cuts has also: been 
made. Fruit, vegetables, and other 
farm produce must be saved by 
harvesting when ripe, it is urged. 

The appeal for emergency _har- 
vest help will likely be extended to 
employers in the Western provinc- 
es as the later western harvest 
season approaches, 


In First Year 


Montreal—Six and a half million 
passengers have travelled on the 
35,040 trains which have operat- 
ed in and out of the Canadian 
National Central Station during the 
first year it has been in service. 
July 14 marked the first anniver- 
sary of its official opening. In ad- 
dition, it is estimated that more 
than ten million pérsons have visit 
ed the station to see relatives and 
‘friends off, to meet them. on ar- 
rival, or to get a first hand view 
of its many facilities. 


The largest number of passengers 
using the Central Station in one 
day during the past year was Fri- 
day prior to Dominion Day, when 
27,448 travellers arrived or depart- 
ed on Canadian National Railways 
trains. Thursdays pftior to Christ- 
mas and Easter ranked second and 
third in the number of passengers 
handled for a single day. 


Since the opening day on July 14 
1943, when the Hon, J. E. Michaud, 
Minister of Transport, cut the rib- 
bon, and His Worship Adhemar 
Raynault, Mayor of Montreal, un- 
locked the door, hundreds of sight- 
seers have daily visited the station. 
According to railway, officials, the 
terminal has become & No. 1 attrac 
tion on every sightseeing tour of 
the city. 

liere are some further statistics 
on the Central Station’s first. year 
of operation: The Sleeping and Din 
ing Car Departmént served approx- 
imately 100,000 meals to members 
of, the Armed ‘Forces en route 
through Montreal; 95,000 service 
men and women availed themselv- 
es of the facilities provided in the 
Canadian Legion “Welcome Room” 
362,014 pieces of baggage have been 
checked in the parcel room; and 
6,155 articles and $932.45, which 
had been lost by travellers, were 
‘turned in to the station’s lost and 
found, bureau, . The majority of 
these ‘articles and all of the cash 
were returned to owners, The first 
train to leave from the Central 
Station was a local to Sorel, Que., 
and the first train to arrive was a 
Detroit and Toronto express. To 
complete the first anniversary will 
.be tonight’s departure of the Sco- 
tian for the Maritimes at five minu- 
tes before midnight. 

Bonaventure Station has _ also 
handled considerable passenger traf 
fic during the past year, particular- 
ly special Canadian National Troop 
trains. By the use of this station, 
the Railway’s Operating Depart- 
ment has been able to move these 
important trains with greater des- 
patch and efficiency even while 
handling traffic of record propor- 
tions. All surburban Canadian Na- 
tional Railways passengers trains 
to and from the Lakeshore and a 
Montreal-Brockville train also used 
Bonaventure Station. 


Locomotives on Canadian Nation 
al lines are averaging from 10,000 


up to 16,000 miles a month in war-, 


time service, depending upon the 
particular service and type of loco- 
mofive among other factors. There 
are 2,570 locomotives in use on the 
Canadian National System.

Crop Report No. 6 


In the Prairie Provinces, favour- 
able growing conditions during the 
past week have enabled crops to 
make rapid progress. Heading of 
wheat and coarse grains is now 
general and flax is in bloom. Pro- 
spects continue promising in Mani- 
toba and most of Saskatchewan. In 
Alberta, the outlook is still favour- 
able in the northern and central 
aréas, but indications are that 
yields elsewhere will be consider- 
ably below normal owing to lack 
of early rainfall. There have been 
further scattered hail losses. Dam- 
age from pests to date is light, 

Moisture conditions in Alberta 
are good and prospects continue 
favourable in northern and central 
areas, While the outlook in the 
Peace River district is only fair. 
Yields will be considerably below 
normal in southeastern sections, 
due to lack of early rains. Wheat 
is 75 percent headed and coarse 
grains are progressing satisfactorily 
Some severe scattered hail damage 
is reported. 

In Saskatchewan further rains 
have enabled promising prospects 
to be maintained. Wheat and 
coarse grains are heading out well 


excepting in the extreme  south- 
west’ and west-central districts 
where moisture has been inade- 


quate and yields will be light. 
There have‘been scattered hail los- 
ses but damage from all sources is 
slight. Harvesting of a generally 
good hay crop is well under way. 

Crop prospects continue promis- 
ing in Manitoba. Wheat is practic- 
ally all headed, with a strong, 
healthy appearance, and’ coarse 
grains and flax are making satis- 
factory progress, Scattered hail 
losses, ranging from slight to sev- 
ere, have occurred, but damage 
from all sources is, on the whole, 
light, Harvesting of a good hay 
crop is progressing. Sugar beets are 
benefiting from recent higher tem- 
peratures. -

They have their 
own radio systems. The system is 
“point-to-point” only and no other 
radios can pick-up its messages. 
Telephone handsets are used. One 
of the most valuable characteristics 
of ultra-high frequency modulation 
is that it eliminates static and fad- 
ing, no matter what the weather 
may be. 


Fifty-watt transmitters are in- 
stalled in the Hotel Vancouver and 
on Mount Newton, Vancouver Is- 
land, more than 40 miles away, and 
a mile and a half from Patricia air- 
port,
